DABX OUTLOOK FOR DKMOOBATS. 

"The war in Kurope does not alter tin- i'ai-t tliat 
a very important Congressional and State election 
is to be held in November," says the Boston Adver 
tiser. "Political jjrophets have declared that tin 
international situation will stay the avalanche that 
threatened to bury the Democrats. If this wen 
tme it would be a grave indictment against a Re- 
publican form of frovernment. Not bins could fur 
nish more conclusive proof of the incompetence ol 
the Democracy than its lack ol preparation for tli 
present crishi, and its frantic activity in doing th 
wi-oii<r thinirs alter- the w;ir cIoimI broke. Thv 
financial situation forced the Democrats to r»'sor 
to a Republican measure that they had eondemnpf 
in their platforms and pointed oui in their cam 
paifj;n speeches as a eriim-. Tln ii- tariff had al 
ready crippled tlu sujjar industry, bel'oro war be 
gan to obsonre our national issues. Their persist 
ent opposition to every Kepublican attempt to en 
courai;c our merchant marine is alon«> responsi 
ble for our present isolation. The war does not 
render their anti-business legislation any more pal 
afable than it w.is months airo.
